S fome obfervations on our Dramatic per- 
formances may be ufeful, as well as en- 
tertaining, efpecially to your Readers in 
the Country, I intend to fend you fome 
remarks on each new Piece, asit fhall ap- 

DALETSD pear, during this fammer feafon at Drury- 

lane. I undertake not this office, as inftituting myfelf fole 

Critic, and invading the known liberties of the Pit 5 but 

rather as a tafk impofed on me by a young ‘Témplar, 

whom I have lately had occafion to mention, to give 
him an account of the progrefs of theatrical poetry in his 
ab(ence. How far he may agree with my fentiments, 





‘I know not; but he is very well affured, that I fhall not 


be biaffed by partiality or prejudice. He was the more 
earneft to engage me in this correfpondence, as he had 
been affured, that the Manager of the young Company 
had feveral good Pieces, which were every way theatrical. 
— Theatricality is fare {omething of which the Drury- 
lane Managers only can form an idea. ‘There have been 
fo. many expofitions of its fenfe, that it feems to me al- 
moft impoflible accurately to define it. But whatever it be, 
this I have obferved, that thofe Pieces, which were faid 
to be moft theatrical, were leaft confiitent with the rules 
ef Dramatie writing. I could prove the truth of this 
affertion in an examen of the Modern Husband: but as 
Mr. Dramaticus hath given already a critique on it in 
your 117th Fournal, I fhall at prefent only obierve, that 
there is fcarce a fcene in the whole, but what betrays 
want of judgment, or, to ufe fofter terms, manifefts ac 
leaft the Author’s hafty way of writing. The latter I be- 
lieve, he himfe!f will moft readily own, as thinking it a 
fufficient plea for whatever his moft fertile Mufe may pro- 
duce. But I muft beg leave to diffent from him : no hafty 
productions fhould be impofed upon the Town; a conftant 
flow of which is no better proof of a fruitful brain, thana 
numerous, fickly, fhort-liv’d off-{pring is of a fruitful womb. 
In either cafe, fuch a courfe of barren fruitfulnefs is but 
one degree beyond trequent abortion. ——— Befides, this 
Gentleman has the leaft excufe for hafty writing of any 
Author. The vaft encouragement he met with lait 
winter, might fure have enabled him to take due time 
to finifh any Piece he intended to bring on the Stage 
fince; unlefs he has agreed with the Managers to furnifh 
them with fo many annual Pieces. Befides his Lottery and 
Modern Husbad in the winter, he has produced two 
more, his Covent Garden Tragedy and Old Debauchees 
within four months after. But the former of thefe twins 
being in a dying condition under the juft cenfure of 
the Town, he publicly made a fort of a voluntary fa- 
crifice of it to their refentment, in order to preferve the 
life of the latter. This was a fairer piece of policy, than 
that, which perhaps may by cuftom become truly THEA- 
TRICAL 3 I mean an endeavour to puff a favourite Piece of 
a favourite Author into reputation ; fo that its character is 
not to depend on the reception the Town gives it at the 
Theatre, but on the figure it makes in a theatrical pa- 
wagraph in a Dai’y of. In that Paper, of June 2, and 
5: The Old Debauchees was faid to have met with uvi- 
wefal applaufe; and tho’ the 3d ‘night's audience on 
June 13th was difmiffed, as not being fufficient to pay 
half the charges, yet in the Dai/y Poff of the 16th a 


‘ Paragraph was inferted, affirming that it had met with 


great applause. The Author, I dare fay, had no hand in 
any of thefe Puffs ; he has been two well approved by the 

own to endeavour to delude them into an approbation 
of any Piece of his, by defcending to as low and mean ar- 
tifices as Mr. Orator and Hyp-Doétor almoft daily ftoops. 
——— But leit he may think himfelf any way injured by 
my general cenfure of The O/d Debauchees, I will next 
Week iend you fome obfervations on it; and continue the 
fame courie on all the new produétions at Drury-lane, 
in letters to my Friend of the Temple: not that [ am re- 
folved to condemn every thing, but to examine imparti- 
ally, and give promifcuoufly the praife or cenfure they may 
deierve. One thing before I conciude, I would adviie 
the Manager of the young Players, that, as he feems to 
ftand in favour with the Town at prefent, he would not

fuch variety of newPieces) to bring on another. By this 
conduét, he can’t fail of confiderable fuccefs this fummer 
vacation, and may prepare the way for fomething more 
diverting and inftuétive the en{fuing winter.

Lown, thofe charatters have been brought on the 
Englifh ftlage : nay I'll go farther, and give a 1tan@tion to 
it by the exampleot Traence. This is certainly allow- 
able, as to the chara€ters in ¢hem/elves: but thens Mr. Ba- 
vius, is a Poet to have nothing in his Play but fuch cha- 
racters P Is he in drawing iuch a chara¢ter to pick out the 
moft profligate wretches in it? Is he to correct lewdnefs 
by alinoft fhewing the commiffion of it? Did Terence to 
ridicule the tricks of a Whore, exhibit to a Roman audi- 
ence a brothel? No, he could reprelent the vices in low 
characters of life in a language not unbecoming the Ro- 
man dignity, nor offending againit the rules of decency. I 
don’t doubt but he might have found in Rome among the 
dregs of the people, charaéters as vicious as thofe of our 
modern Author 5 but his Tais’s and Lenones betray their 
feveral artifices in a pleafing inoffenfive humour. I know 
not whether in reality they were more decent than the 
HackaBouTa's and Bitxum’s of the prefent age; but 
this I affirm, that the Roman Pagan was far more modett 
than our Englifh Chriftian. 

Neither envy, nor malice, nor provocation has inbuman 
ly animated me againit the Author, or Theatre; I am dif. 
interefted and impartial, I have noenmity to the man, but 
to his Tragedy : no exc/amation trom a Bawd toa Porter 
has given me any difturbance: nor indeed can I fee tht 
thoie againft whom the little fatyrical line was levelled, 
have any. occafion to complain; for however keen the 
rage of the Author might be, his wit was too dull to 
wound. Mr. Hint in the next paragraph declares, he 
thinks it is incumbent on every man who afirms a Play to 
be bad, indecent, and infamous to give jome quotations from 
it, or mention fome particular /cene or incident which are 
fo. Itcannot be fuppofed, that quotations could be given 
from the action only ; and it was unneceffary to mention 
any particular /cev'e, when there was not one icene through 
the whole but would make the accufation good ; which 
will be obvious to every one, if the Author proceeds to 
print his incomparable Piece, faithfully as it was aéted. 

The reft of this letter is a retort on Dramaricus's Play 
and your Fourna/. As to the firit, I know nothing of it, 
nor will I pretend to vindicate any thing on hearfay only. 
As to the latter, you are the beft judge, what anfwer to 
give to it. Iam now impatiently waiting to fee another 
production of the Author of the Covent Garden Tragedy, 
tranflated from Moxrere ; and to thew my envy to the 
Poet, I only with he has -kept up to the fpirit of the 
original.

As to your complaint that a /ett cf feribdlers pretend te 
give laws to our Theatres, you therein do an honour to 
the Gentlemen you ftrike at, this very appellation having 
been conftantly beftowed by the Candle {nuffers of wit up: 
on the Authors of the wittieft Papers, from the Tatlers, 
Spefators, &c. down to the Grub freet Fournal. And 
had you been as converlant upon the itage of the world, 
as upon that in Drury-lane, you muft have obferved, . 
that the Writers of all {uch Papers, have ever thought the 
ftage a proper fubjeét for their notice, and have as freely 
cenfured what is bad, as commended what is good. It 
were to be wished the Gentlemen concerned in the manage- 
ment of the Theatre would afford half the fubjeét for 
praife, which they do for cenfure. But, alas! { much 
fear you will {nuff the candles next winter to more bad than 
good Plays, to more Modern Husbands, Old Debauchees, 
Covent Garden Tragedies, &c. 

You are grofly miitaken as to the perfun of Dramas 
ricus. He never follicited, and confequently never could 
have been retufed a p/ace in the kioule. He has indeed 
had a Play rejected. But he fancies, if he had not thought 
fit to conceal his name from the Manager in queftion at 
firft, his Play had never been reiufed, But his modetty 
happened to be greater than his judgment at that time 3 
as well as his mirth afterwards, upon his refefal, flronger 
than his refentment. What reception his Papers have met 
with from the ‘Town, he will not pretend to declare 3 what 
he has cafually heard in Coffee-houfes, has not difpleaf- 
ed him. 

If you had read the date of my laft letter (but perhaps 
you cannot read figures, for I find no date to yours) 
you woald have difcovered before now, that it was written 
the morning after the exhibition of this notable perform- 
ance, and its being given out for a fecond repretehtation j 
that is, before the knowledge ot the Author's deference tothe 
opinion of the Town, could have reached any body but 
himfelf. But fuppofing it had, I am not the only one of 
opinion, that fuch a fhamelefs and obicene performance 
could not be too early, or too*warmly expoled. 

I have no Difionaries by me, but thote individual ones 
I ufed when I went to fchool, fo that this ftroke of tecret 
fatyr does not touch Daamaricus; neither have Lconfulted 
them on this occafion, or want their help, to wref one 
word of this Covent Garden Tragedy into an indecent 
meaning. It need only be publifhed to convince mankind, 
that it would be infinitely a more difficule tatk, te wre 
one word of it into a decent sreaning. But I fuppofe Mr. 
Hinvt is of opinion, that unlets every thing is named by 
its proper name, it cannot be called indecent. 

Indeed, Sir, Bawds, Whores, Rakes, Bullies, &c. are 
very improper to be thewn on the ttage in the rankeft drefs 
of lewdnels they can pollibly wear. ‘Ihe infide of a Baw- 
dy-houfe, and the private management and behaviour of a 
Bawd, are very unfit repreientations for any but the inhabi- 
tants, or frequenters of Drury-lane. And I believe even 
The Beggar's Opera owed its fuccefs mose to the novelty 
of the thing, and jome other concurring circumftances, 
thin to its tatiinfic worth; the’ I make an infinite diffe.

the advantages of wit to excufe what may be vicious in) i 

















































I do affure you, Sir, it was neither envy, nor malice, 
that made me attack the /ucce/sfu/ Play, called The Mo- 
dern Husband; neither Was the Bawd’s {mart*accufation of 
the Porter tke rea/ occafion of my falling thus inbumanly 
on this poor little Farce. My reafon for falling on both 
thefe Pieces was, becaufe I thought them both exceeding 
bad, ana think fo fill, - . 

If The Covent Garden Tragedy had been publifhed, I 
fhould have accompanied my letter with Quotations from 
every Page, and every Scene; but indeed my memory 
was not fofficient to contain enough of it to quote. 

I am likewife, Sir, better fatisfied with the opinion 
the Town may form of my capacity for writing a P/ay, 
from the little I have publifhed concerning Plays, than 
apprehenfive they fhould form any againft it, from what 
you are ‘pleafed to fay of me. But this is wide of my 
purpofe at prefent, and it is time (don’t be witty upon 
this expreffion) I fhould draw toa conclufion. 

I fhall therefore only add, that I fear you have gone 
beyond your commiffion, and in the heat of paflion, have 
blabbed out fome fecrets you ‘ought to have concealed. Sure 
Mr. W.-did not fhew you my Play? and yet thefe words, 
But I foall not proceed to criticife on what will, I dare 
Jwear, never be alted at all, {eer to imply as if you had 
feen it; elfe how can you proceed to criticife upon it? If 
fuch heads, as that which Mr. Wm. Hint carries upon his 
fhoulders, were confulted about my Play, I am not furpril- 
ed it was refufed. But recolleét, that the Head of your 
houfe did not refufe it, as a bad piece, but difmiffed it as 
a fenfible and pretty performance, only not theatrical, the 
meaning of which has been already explained. 

And now, Mr. Hint, give me leave to tell you, tho’ 
you burft, thatthis Paper, this Grub freet Journal, you 
exclaim fo much againit, is, in the opinion of the Town, 
a Paper that contains much real wit and humour ; and that 
it will be rendered henceforward, even more ufelul, by 
conftantly animadverting upon the enormities that are daily 
introduced upon the Stage.

N the beginning of January, 173, fo foon as the Parlia- 
ment had met, the faid Mr. 7. W. drew up a petition 
and cafe in behalf of the Prifoners.of the Fleet, copies of 
which he laid upon the table in the upper Coffee-room for 
their infpection, propofing to have the firft prefented to both 
Houfes, and the other put into the hands of every re- 
{pective Member thereof. Thefe papers were eats f ap- 
proved by the faid Prifoners ; and Mr. F. W. had the fa- 
vour to be thanked by feveral of the moft confiderable of 
them on that occafion, who promifed to ‘raife, by a col- 
le€tion, a fund to defray the charge of printing both the 
cafe and petition ; the firft for the purpofe aforementioned, 


* and the latter to be fent to every prifon of the kingdom, 


asa form, tothe end that they might be all. unanimous 
in their requefts. Upon thefe grounds Mr. 7. W. at his 
own proper expence, by and with the univerfal confent 
of the Prifoners of ithe Fleet, printed off a fufficient num- 
ber of petitions and cafes for the faid ufes ; as alfo fome 
{mall precatory letters to be given to the .Members the 
fame day the petition was delivered : and in every thing 
elfe he {pared no pains, time, nor coft, as far as he was 
able, to render himfelf ferviceable to his fellow fufferers in

A colleétion was foon after. made in’ the, Fleet, which 
did not reimburfe Mr. ¥. W. half the money he had laid 
out, as appears by the accounts laid on the table in the faid 
upper Coffee-room. There was, indeed, a guinea fent for 
him from the prifon of West-Cuester 3 but, he fays, 
the perfon who brought him this intelligenee, and pro- 
mifed to come again, after he had made enquiry, , with 
2 fuller information to whofe hands it was remitted, failed 
in the performance ; fo that it cannot fure be expected he 
fhould place that money to account, no part of which 
he ever received: however, the Gentlemen at West-
